Edwin W. Horn, 22-year-old 
clerk, was ordered held for the 
grand jury today after a Coroner’s 
verdict of homicide had been’ re- 
turned in the death of William B. 
Lay, night watchman run down and 
killed at Jefferson avenue and Pes- 
talozzi street Saturday night by a 
motorist who fled. 

Horn, arrested when he returned 
to the scene of the accident, made 
a written statement yesterday in 
which he admitted he wasthe driv- 
er of the automobile. Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Lennon announced 
Horn would be held on bonds to- 


taling $10,000 pending an investi- 
gation by the grand jury. 

Horn was the second of two 
young men to admit to the police 
yesterday that they had fled from 
the scene of serious accidents. An- 
other admitted, the police an- 
nounced, that he had driven away 
after running down two persons in 
a safety zone at Twelfth boulevard 
and Chouteau avenue. 

Lay, 40, 3330 lowa avenue, was 
dragged 60 feet by the automobile. 
that struck him as he crossed Park 
avenue. He died within a few min- 
utes. The driver continued on his 
way. Policemen who were sent to 
the scene hoped to find him be- 
cause they concluded that Lay's 
flashlight and part of its belt hang- 
er, missing, were caught up by the 
automobile that struck him. 

Drives Away Again. 

As policemen were taking down 
the statements of witnesses to the 
accident, Horn drove up in his au- 
tomobile, a Chevrolet coach, which 
had been named by the witnesses 
as the type of car that figured in 
the accident. Noting his right front 
headlight askew, and the fender 
crumpled, Patrolmen Haddad and 
Schaefer approached him. He drove 
away, but they pursued in anoth- 
er automobile and arrested him at 
Jefferson and Park avenues. 

Between the right fender and 
hood they found a flashlight and 
a fragment of a belt hanger which 
matched the portion of the hanger 
found on Lay’s body. Horn, how- 
ever, denied knowledge of the ac- 
cident. City Hospital physicians 
who examined him declared he was 


i intoxicated. 


After denying participation in the 
accident during 12 hours of ques- 
tioning, Horn finally admitted to 
Police Sergeant Finan that he was 
the driver. He lives at 4439 Ne- 
braska avenue with his mother. 

Two in Safety Zone Injured. 

An hour before Lay was killed 
an eastbound automobile was 
driven through the safety zone at 
Twelfth boulevard and Chouteau 
avenue. Clark Coutons, 31, of 
1205 Chouteau avenue, and Harry 
Cruncieton, 30, of 4421 Delor 
street, standing in the zone, were 
knocked down, suffering skull in- 
juries, and cuts and bruises. 

Two hours later a man who said 
he was Richards Bowerman, 23, a 
salesman, 4653 Delmar boulevard, 
stopped at Police Headquarters to 
report his automobile stolen, and 
under questioning by Capt. Am- 
rhein admitted he was the driver in 
the accident at Twelfth and Chou- 
tea u.

Gandhi began fasting at noon last 
It was about 4:15 p. m. when 
the news reached Gandhi that the 
Government in London had  ac- 
cepted the compromise agreement.

He was so weak his wife had to 
lift him and prop his back while 
he read the official statement. 
When he had finished he lifted 
his head, smiled, and murmured: 
“This will be acceptable.” 

There was a brief discussion 
among friends assembled at the 
bedside. Then, satisfied, Gandhi 
sank back with a moan. 

ä Prayers Before Food. 

Before he would eat he insisted 
on prayers. Members of the little 
group sat on the ground about the 
cot and chanted a prayer, led by 
Rabindranath Tagore, famous In- 
dian poet, who came here this 
morning. Gandhi was too weak to 
join in the chant, but his lips 
moved feebly as he followed the 
words. 

A cup of muaamibi, a sweet lime 
juice concoction, was prepared. 
When the prayers were ended 
Mrs. Gandhi held the cup to his 
mouth. Gandhi sipped a few drops 
slowly, then sank back exhausted 
on a pillow. 

This was his day of silence and 
he did no spinning. Yesterday he 
spun as usual, but he was so weak 
the threads kept breaking and those 
who attended him had to assist 
him. 

Rejoicing at News. 

The decision of the British Cabi- 
net in London was announced early 
this morning after a meeting 
which lasted until nearly midnight. 
The news was cabled here imme- 
diately and was hailed with great 
rejoicing. At Simla the halls of 
the Indian Legislative Assembly 
echoed with loud cheers and a 
similar scene took place in the 
Council of State. 

The Government statement noted 
that the agreement reached be- 
tween the leaders here covered cer- 
tain questions outside of the Cabi- 
net’s decision on the troũblesome 
Indian electoral question, includ- 
ing the actual details of working 
out the plan, and it pointed out 
that while there was no implica- 
tion that the Government opposed 
these proposals, they were still 
matters under consideration. 

Gandhi undertook his fast in pro- 
test against the British Govern- 
ment’s plan for a special electorate 
and special representation in the 
Indian provincial Legislatures for 
the “untouchable,” or pariah, 
classes of India. Such an arrange- 
ment, Gandhi contended, would 
only perpetuate the great gulf be- 
tween the castes and the depressed 
classes. . 

Terms of Agreement. 

The compromise agreement pro- 
vides that 148 seats in provincial 
Legislatures shall be allotted to 
the depressed classes, for whom a 
percentage of the seats in the Cen- 
tral Legislature, to be decided by 
general electorates, also will be re- 
repre- 
sentatives will be by a system of 
primary elections. This system of 
reserved seats and primary elections 
will cease at the end of 10 years. 
Representation of the depressed 
classes in the public service also is 
provided. 

Gandhi prevailed on two main 
points. He succeeded in shorten- 
ing from 20 to 10 years the period 
of a special electorate and special 
representation for the “untouch- 
ables.” He also gained specific 
provisions to permit “untouchables” 
to hold posts in the Government 
service.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—The 
American Federation of Labor, in 
its monthly “Survey of Business,” 


issued today, declares that a wage- 
increase movement at this. time, 
when the country appears to be in 
4 state of convalescence, “would 
at once carry industry forward.” 

»In the last eight months,” says 
the Federation, “190 companies 
have paid extra dividends and 27 
have increased dividends. If a 
company can increase dividends it 
is in a position to increase the in- 
come of its wage earners. Some 
companies are already restoring 
wage cuts made last year or be- 
fore.” 

It is estimated that though the 
unemployment rise was checked in 
August, 11,400,000 persons are still 
out of work. 

Several signs of “real business 
improvement” are noted, Among 
these are improved production in 
textiles, shoes and clothing: a rise 
in steel activity; a slight increase 
tn motor car production since Au- 
gust; greater coal mining activity; 
increased car loadings, and a 3 per 
cefit rise in the price of goods over 
the June low. 

Retail 


Sales Declining. 

“But,” it is added, “retail sales 
were still declining in August, and 
the banks are not yet supplying 
credit. 

“The gains taken together are 
too modest to arouse enthusiasm, 
but they do hint that since the end 
of financial panic we may have en- 
tered a period of convalescence. 
Confidence is spreading,, but we 
cannot expect convalescence to de- 
velop into cure until consumer 
buying picks up. 

“The chief obstacle to recovery 
in consumer buying is workers 
income loss. Wage and small-sal- 
aried workers, with incomes under 
$5000 a year, buy 88 per cent of 
the goods and services consumed 
in our country in a year of active 
business. The effect of workers’ 
income loss is told in the drastic 
cuts in automobile production (for 
workers own and operate well over 
half our passenger cars), the tele- 
phones taken out, declines in home 
and apartment pbuilding because 
workers’ families have been forced 
to double up, the losses in such 
consumer industries as textiles, 
clothing, house furnishings and 
other products which make up 
the stream of retail trade. 

Standards Torn Down. 

“Increasing wage cuts have re- 
cently speeded the decline in 
workers“ income. Old school 
economists spread the theory that 
wages should be ‘deflated’ in de- 
pression along with prices. This 
gave an excuse for widespread 
wage slashing; costs had to be 
cut, and employers made no ef- 
fort to find other ways. Stand- 
ards have been ruthlessly torn 
down. 

“The time has come to reverse 
this trend, Our object from now on 
should be to raise wages, not re- 
duce them. Only thus can we build 
up buying power and keep business 
rising. The wage deflation theory 
arose in a scarcity economy where 
production could not supply enough 
for all. But times have changed: 
we are suffering from problems of 
oversupply, and underconsumption; 
mass production industries cannot 
grow unless mass buying increases. 
At present, with prices beginning 
to rise, consuming power will de- 
cline unless wages rise too. 

“In the past, investors have 
claimed surplus wealth as beleng- 
ing to them; often wages have been 
cut to pay dividends. In our pres- 
ent economy, profits depend on in- 
creasing consumer markets. Indus- 
try must create its own market out 
of the wealth it produces by turn- 
ing back as large a portion as pos- 
sible into wage increases. 

“Even now at the bottom of de- 
pression many companies could in- 
crease the wages paid to workers. 
A movement for wage increases 
would at once carry industry for- 
ward, 

“There have been in the past 
many ways of diverting earnings 
from the producing groups, such as 
bonus to officers, speculation, tax 
evasion. These leaks must -be 
stopped. 

“Hours must be shortened as 
well, but if shortened hours mean 
just another income cut, this move 
will not be fully constructive. 
Every effort should be made to give 
workers an hourly wage increase 
to compensate at least in part for 
their income loss.“

Our 
proposed lower rates are a contin- 
uation of our company’s policy of 
furnishing electric service at the 
lowest rates commensurate with 
good service. 

“Our permit can be immediate- 
ly canceled by Washington at any 
time during the life of the permit 
if we even make application for 
higher electric rates than those 
proposed.”

In fact, all you have to do to 
prove the futility of trying to 
“dope” a world series is to look 
back at the struggles of past years. 
The Yankees were stronger than 
the Cardinals in 1926, but Bob Meu- 
sel went over to center field for a 
fly, because his arm was stronger 
than Earl Combs’ and he wanted to 
cut off a runner at the plate. Meu- 
sel dropped the fly and the Card- 
inals won the game and the series. 

The Pirates looked like a better 
team in 1927 than the Yankees, but 
the American Leaguers overcame a 
lead in the first game, broke the 
Pirate spirit and won four straight. 
The Cardinals were in fine condi- 
tion in 1928, while the Yankees 
looked like a hospital ball club. But, 
you rememter, the Yanks won four 
straight that year. 

In 1930 things went accordiing 
to form. The Athletics looked 
stronger than the Cardinals and 
won four out of six games. But 
everybody expected Grove and 
Earnshaw to paralyze the Cardinal 
batters last year and the National 
League victory might easily de 
classed as an upset. 

For a time, it seemed that pop- 
ular sentiment would be with the 
Cubs, just as it was with the 
Cardinals in 1926. Charley Grimm 
always has been popular and then 
the underdog usually captures the 
public fancy. 

It’s different, now, however, and 
if you get the average fan or the 
baseball man in a corner and he 
talks turkey he’ll tell you he’s pull- 

ing for the Yankees.

“No team could have any luck 
yatter doing what the Cubs did,” a 

major league manager told the 

writer yesterday. “I mean what 


they did to Hornsby. Rogers made 
a lot of mistakes; no question 
about that.

— Were it not for business condi- 
tions, the 1932 series might be ex- 
pected to see new attendance and 
receipts records established. The 
Yankee Stadium can accommodate 
a crowd of 69,000 and Wrigley 
Field at Chicago has a capacity of 
52,000. However, with money as 
scarce as it is, the marks estab- 
lished by the Yankees and Cardi- 
nals in 1926 probably will not be 
disturbed.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—The 
Brookings Institution, a research 
organization founded at Washing- 


ton by Robert S. Brookings of St. 
Louis, published today a compre- 
hensive study of the international 
debt problem, with the conclusions 
that the continued collection of the 
war debts and reparations would be 
“economically detrimental, rather 
than beneficial,” to the United 
States and the other creditor coun- 
tries, and that the complete oblit- 
eration of these obligations would 
promote, rather than retard, world 
economic recovery. 


Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president 
of the institution, and Dr. Leo 
Pasvolsky, a member of its staff, 
are the authors of the volume. It 
brings together, as the preface 
points out, the results of 10 years’ 
investigation in the field of inter- 
governmental debts by the Institute 
of Economics, now merged in the 
Brookings Institution. 

The book ends with the follow- 
ing statement of opinion: 

“The basic economic implications 
of the war debt problem are clear. 
The attempts to collect obligations, 
resulting not from productive eco- 
nomic developments but from the 
destructive processes of the war, 
have only served to impede the res- 
toration of international economic 
equilibrium and world prosperity. 
While the obliteration of the war 
debts would not solve all the mani- 
fold difficulties under which the 
world is laboring, economic analy- 
sis leads unmistakably to the con- 
clusion that the restoration and 
maintenance of world prosperity 
will be rendered much easier if 
the disorganizing effects of the 
war debt payments are eliminated 
once and for all.” 

Can Only Pay With Goods. 

The book is a mine of factual 
material on the origin of the war 
debts, the various post-war debt 
settlements, and the tortuous nego- 
tiations over German reparations. 

A valuable feature is the chap- 
ter on “the economics of interna- 
tional debt payments,” explaining 
in simple terms the proposition that 
the debtor countries, in the last 
analysis, can only pay their credit- 
ors with goods and services 
chiefly goods. It is shown that 
American tariff policy, by restrict- 
ing imports, works at cross pur-

“The transfer of money out of a 
country, however,” the authors 
continue, “has very limited possi- 
bilities. In the first place, the 
total gold supply of any country is 
s0 small that, if used in the pay- 
ment of international debts, such 
as those existing at the end of the 
World War, it would be very 
quickly exhausted. For example, 
the German gold supply in 1921 
was sufficient to meet the repara-

“The paper currency of a coun- | 
try can be used only to a very lim- | 
ited extent in 
abroad. This is because the value 
of the currency—uniless the supply 
is very rigidly limited — depends 
upon its convertibility into gold. 
If paper currency were sent abroad 
in any considerable quantities, it 
would lose its value unless it could 
be sent back for conversion into 
gold—and if this occurs it is gold. 
rather than paper, that becomes 


the real means of payment. 


“The only remaining possibility 
is to pay in the money of other 
countries. or in what is known 25 
foreign exchange. In the case of 
debts owed to France, for enam 
ple, the French Government would 
accept either its own currency. or 
bills of exchange entitling it te 
dollars or any other currency con- 
vertible into gold. Such bills could 
then be utilized by the govern- 
ments receiving them for making 
their own foreign debt payments 
or for meeting any other foreign 
obligations. They would thus be, 
to all intents and purposes, the

available. That is to say, the pay- 
ment for the indispensably neces- 
sary imports must be regarded as 
a first charge against the proceeds 
of a nation’s exports; and only 
what is left can, year in and year 
out, be utilized in liquidating in- 
ternational indebtedness. 


“It should be noted also that, in 
the main, the goods exported must 
be the result of current production. 
Temporary payments may be made 
by utilizing existing accumulations 
of movable property such as rail- 
way rolling stock, ships, livestock 
and supplies. . But the amount 
of available movable property is 
relatively limited, and, as in the 
case of the gold supply, its utiliza- 
tion in making debt -payments is 
likely to lessen the volume of pay- 
ments that can be made in the fu- 
ture, because of the effects upon 
the productive capacity of the 
country. 

“We have seen that, if a country 
is to make payments abroad, it must 
earn, by means of exports, or serv- 
ices, the foreign money required. 
But this foreign exchange derived 
from the sale of goods abroad is, 
in the first instance, owned by pri- 
vate citizens and not by the Gov- 
ernment. It is therefore, necessary 
for the Government to raise taxes, 
in domestic currency, with which to 
buy the necessary foreign ex- 
change. That is to say, it must 
raise money from its citizens gen- 
erally in order to be able to buy 
from some of its citizens the foreign 
bills which have come into their 
possession as a result of sales of 
goods abroad. 


Two Stages in the Process. 


“Thus there are two stages in the 
process—one is the budget problem 
and the other is the foreign ex- 
change problem, often referred to 
as the transfer problem. A sur- 
plus is necessary in the budget in 
order that the Government may 
have revenue with which to buy 
foreign bills of exchange. And a 
surplus is also necessar in foreign 
trade if the requisite foreign ex- 
change is to be availabe for pur- 
chase by the Government. 

“Just as a debtor country, in or- 
der to make a foreign debt pay- 
ment, must sell to foreigners more 
goods and services than it buys 
from foreigners, so a creditor na-

If the United States is to re-

“The utilization of a country’s 
domestic securities or other prop- 
erty has often been suggested as a 
means of paying inter-government- 
al obligations. A moment's reflec- 
tion will suggest that the interna- 
tional debts in question are them- 
selves evidenced by domestic se- 
curities—in the form of Govern- 
ment bonds. In any given case the 
creditor nation might possibly pre- 
fer to receive in lieu of the obliga- 
tions of the debtor Government 
the obligations of the railroads, 
corpora- 
tions in the debtor country. Indeed. 
this was done temporarily under 
the Dawes plan. But such a shift- 
ing of the form of the obligation 
in no sense changes the nature of 
the problem of payment. 
“Nor ig the problem in any way 
changed ly the so-called ‘commer- 
cialization’ of inter-governmental 
debts. The hope was long enter- 
tained that the allied governments 
might sell German reparation 
bonds in the world markets for 
cash. While such a transaction 
might well be advantageous to the 
creditor governments. it would 
merely result, from the debtor's 
point of view, in a substitution of 
private commercial and financial 
creditors for the public creditors, 
without in any way changing the 
mature of the problem of making 
payments. 

“There only remains for consid- 
eration the possibility of liquidat- 


ing inter-governmenta! debts 
through new borrowing operations.

COMMERCE Wk 
OPPOSES ACTIVITY 
OF U.S. NTRADE 


National Chamber Says 
Government Carries on 
Commercial Ventures 
Without Regard to Losses

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—An 
attack on what was described as 
Governmental competition with pri- 
vate business was renewed today 
by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, with the assertion 
it would continue the fight until its 


“objective is accomplished.” 

Accompanied by a long recitation 
of what the organization considers 
abuses of the Constitution, the 
statement was contained in a spe- 
cial report presented to the cham- 
ber’s directorate by a committee of 
which Henry D. Sharpe of Provi- 
dence, R. I., is chairman. 


“The Government’s operations 
are carried on without regard to 
the elements of profit or loss, 
which are unavoidable in private 
business,” the committee said. 
“The Government can, and does 
furnish, the funds which are em- 
ployed, largely from taxation, with- 
out requiriing or expecting pay- 
ment of interest, let alone divi- 
dends, out of business. 

“It is obvious, therefore, that in 
any field of business in which the 
Government chooses to enter, pri- 
vate business will be proportionate- 
ly eliminated—not by reason of the 
relative merits of the two forms, 
but because of the unfair advan- 
tages received by the former.” 

Proposed Restrictions. 

Among specific recommendations 
of the committee were: 

“The Federal Government should 
not engage in any form of business 
or service except for purposes lim- 
ited to those clearly necessary in 
the proper administration of Gov- 
ernment functions which are pur- 
suant to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution. 

“If under any circumstances the 
Government engages in any ‘form of 
activity in competition with private 
enterprise, or in substitution for 
private enterprise. it has an obli- 
gation to ascertain exactly and 
completely the true costs and make 
them promptly and readily avail- 
able to all members of the public.”

U. S AID IN EXPORT 
OF WHEAT PROPOSED 


Hoover Confers With Officials 
on Loan to Promote Sale 
to China.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Fed- 
eral aid in an attempt to sell many 
millions of bushels of privately 
owned Northwestern wheat to 
China was discussed by President 
Hoover and high Government of- 
ficials yesterday.

GENEVA, Spt. 26.—The League 
of Nations is a defendant “at the 
bar of public opinion,” President 


Eamon de Valera of the Irish Free 
State said in opening the League’s 
general assembly meeting today, 
and there is on it, he said, “a bure 
den of justification which is overe 
whelming.” De Valera said the 
only way to silence the critics who 
charge the League is impotent or 
decadent is to execute the obliga- 
tions of the League covenant on 
all states, wh-‘her weak or strong. 

Criticism, much of which he said 
was justified, comes from all sides, 
he said, but the League must prove 
its value to survive. 

The success or failure of the 
arms conference, he said, will be a 
measure of the confidence which 
the League merits, adding that 
“without progressive disarmament, 
it is almost impossible that the 
League could survive.” 

In a portion of his speech, in 
which he mentioned no names, but 
which was generally taken to refer 
to the problem of Japan's military 
campaigns in Manchuria and also 
the European disarmament contro- 
versy. De Valera said: 

“The only alternative to competi- 
tive armaments is the security for 
national rights which an uncome 
promising adhesion to the princele 
ples of the covenant will afford. 

The Common Interest. 

“Avoidance of wars and the bur- 
dens of preparatory armaments is 
such a concern of humanity that 
no state should be permitted to 
jeopardize the common interest by 
selfish action contrary to the cove- 
nant. No state is powerful enough 
to stand long against the League 
if the League and its peoples are 
determined the covenant shall be 
upheld.” 

De Valera also touched upon the 
Irish situation in his speech. 

“Speaking for my own country,” 
he said, ‘I am confident if we are 
left free to pursue our own policy 
we shall succeed not only in secur- 
ing a proper adjustment of our own 
social and economic life, but tn be- 
ing able to contribute more than 
our share to human progressg 
throughout the world.

Not Binding in Conscience. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE platform of the Republican par- 

ty expressly states that its prohibi- 
tion plank is not binding in conscience. 
This formal exemption is something new 
in our political history. While a cer- 
tain margin of reservation is understood 
respecting religious or political — 
yet any member of a church or politi 
party who vidlates in practice its prin- 
ciples or teachings lays himself Hable to 
discipline or even expulsion. 

Teleration usually means a lack of 
conviction. There is no toleration Where 
pelief is deep and vital. The Republic- 
an party has no positive belief or con- 
‘wviction on the eighteenth amendment. 
It, therefore, makes room for such wide- 
apart extremists as President Nicholas 
Murray Butler and Senator William E. 
Borah. It may well be that political 
exigencies make this liberalism expe- 
diént. The Eastern contingent of the 
party is wet, while the Western con- 
tingent is dry. The party must needs, 
therefore, carry water on one shoulder 
and wine on the other. Thus we have 
the anomaly of President Hoover de- 
elaring for repeal, with an impossible 
proviso, and Vice-President Curtis com- 
ing out flat-footedly against repeal, while 
the G. O. P. blesses both. 

The Democratic party is beset with 
diversity of views quite as distressing 
as its rival. But it meets the situation 
in more positive and frank fashion. On 
the whole, the Northern element of the 
Democratic party is wet, while the 
Southern re-enforcement is, or has been, 
dry. And yet the platform faces the sit- 
vation with refreshing frankness. It 
comes out categorically for repeal. This 
declaration, naturally enough, will give 
offense to many of its members. Under 
no conditions is every member strictly 
bound in conscience by every declara- 
tion of his party. He can either sur- 
render his individual judgment for the 
larger view, or he may fall outside the 
breastworks and incur party disfavor or 
discipline. But never before has there 
been invited diversity within party ranks, 

This is strangely out of harmony with 
the historical method of the Grand Old 
Party which, from the beginning, con- 
stituted a fraternity of those holding like 
views on great moral issues. The Re- 
publican party was built up on the basis 
of two great political principles—uni- 
versal liberty and the protective tariff. 
Deviation from these doctrines threw the 
dissentient outside of the fold. 

Even today, a very narrow latitude of 
liberty is allowed the progressive bloc 
of the West. They have been branded 
by orthodox opinion as “the wild jack- 
asses” who do not belong to the fold. 
Borah, La Follette and Norris are cer- 
tainly not granted license to exploit their 
economic doctrines according to their 
own conscience and still remain as un- 
censured members of the party. 

This dallying with prohibition puts 
the Republican party at a great moral 
disadvantage in the estimation of those 
who have deep conviction on the ques- 
tion. While, in the estimation of the 
genuine drys, honors, or rather dishon- 
ors, are even between the parties on this 
issue, yet the Democrats have the ad- 
vantage of courage and frankness, You 
know where they stand. They are will- 
ing to stand up and be shot at. But the 
Grand Old Party has both a dry and a 
wet exposure, according to local political 
exactions. This is certainly a pitiable 
plight for a party whose historic glory 
and grandeur rest upon its undeviating 
devotion to moral convictions.

Advice to Farmers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ERD is expert advice seriously given 
to the farmers, who haven't had 
much advice lately: 

“Get off the marginal lands, cut down 
your acreage, plow less and sell less. 
Plow under every third row. Practice 
diversification, and give away or burn 
or throw into the rivers or sea a goodly 
percentage of your corn, cotton, wheat, 
coffee, vegetables and fruit. Destroy the 
results of your labor applied to the land 
and your stock. Back to the farm! Thus 
millions of the city exploited, the mon- 
eyless, the poor and also the unem- 
ployed consumers shall certainly pay you 
higher prices. 

“Then for your final salvation, be sure 
to go to the polls and vote, vote! It 
matters not for whom or what you vote, 
so long as you vote capitalistic. Vote 
for me, John Brown. I am your friend! 
But if you cannot conscientiously vote 
for me, then vote for that rascal, my 
friend, James Black. He also says he 
is your friend! | 

“By no means become idealistic and 
throw your vote away by voting for Nor- 
man Thomas and a just social system, 
which u fitting for angels, perhaps, but 
too humane for humans, for no country 
this side of the Milky Way as yet has 
such system in full running order. It 
wouldn't be democratic. Only a capi- 
talistic system of exploitation can be 
democratic. 

“Therefore, endure, my children, en- 
dure! Be patient, as your fathers were 
patient. Suffer and starve in peace and 
independence a while longer, for my boss 
and I are not quite ready for the reck- 
oning. For it is even doubtful that ‘You 
cannot make an evil tree bring forth 
good fruit.’” 

All the foregoing from experts, heard 
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Dr. Butler then outlines his plan of liquor control 
by the states, based largely upon the Quebec plan 
and conditional on the complete restoration to the 
state of the right to the exefcise of its police power 
to deal with the liquor traffic within its boundaries 
as it sees fit.” The essential point of the plan is to 
take all private profit out of the liquor traffic after 
the liquor comes into possession of the state, which 
should regulate both its manufacture and sale. The 
state will have full power to control the liquor traf- 
fic and, of course, Congress will still have power 
to deal with interstate commerce in liquor and to 
protect, as before Federal prohibition, states that re- 
tain prohibition from shipments of liquor across their 
borders. 

Under the plan suggested, the states would be di- 
vided into districts, controlled by intelligent and ef- 
ficient officers, to permit the purchase of liquor by 
citizens for home use, regulated, of course. All distilled 
liquors should be heavily taxed and sold at high 
prices. Wine and beer should be sold cheaply, in or- 
der to lessen the consumption of highly intoxicating 
beverages and to promote the taste for lighter dev 
erages—wine and beer. Of course, any state has the 
right to have prohibition. Dr. Butler's theory is that 
prohibition, as we have found in the case of the 
eighteenth amendment and Volstead Act, whets the 
appetite for prohibited liquor; while freedom to buy 
for home consumption, as experience has proved, re 
duces the desire for it. 

With the eighteenth amendment repealed, every 
state could do as it pleases with regard to the han- 
dling of the liquor problem, but Dr. Butler urges 
consideration of a plan which would eliminate the 
fatal element of Federal prohibition, restore the 
rights of the states, restore individual liberty and the 
right of citizens to use alcoholic beverages in accord- 
ance with individual desire. Whatever revenue may 
be derived from the sale of liquor under this plan 
would belong to the state. Private profit would be 
eliminated, so that there would be no urge to force 
sales or consumption. 

Dr. Butler disposes completely of President Hoover's 

declaration that there should be constitutional guar- 
antees against the return of the saloon, on the ground 
that we have tried guarantees against the sale or con- 
sumption of liquor in any form through the eight- 
eenth amendment, and it has proved a complete and 
disastrous failure. True guarantees lie in enlightened 
public opinion and in the effective action of states to 
prevent the opening of any saloon for private profit 
or the consumption of any liquor on the premises 
where it is sold. 
The suggestion of the plan is interesting, and, in 
view of the increasing demand on the part of the peo- 
ple for the abolition of Federal prohibition, is worthy 
of consideration. Taking prohibition completely out 
of the Constitution and limiting Federal power strict- 
ly to interstate commerce in this matter puts upon 
the states the duty of solving the liquor problem. Any 
suggestion as to how they can do it effectively to re- 
duce the use and abuse of liquor is to the point now. 
The plan suggested by Dr. Butler has, in practical 
form, been tried and found effective. It has been 
tried in Canada and in some European states. When 
the disastrous and futile attempt to enforce Federal 
prohibition is abandoned and the states have the 
problem of handling the liquor traffic, it should be 
done in a way that will restore individual liberty, 
promote temperance and prevent the abuses that grow 
out of the saloon, the speakeasy and bootlegging. 

Dr. Butler has at least offered a valuable sugges- 
tion to this end. The states have a concrete plan 
upon which their Legislatures may work to accom- 
plish the desired results. 
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THE JOB-SHARING CAMPAIGN. 

Viewed as an emergency step, there is great prom- 
ise of good results from the jobsharing campaign 
recently launched, under the leadership of Walter C. 
Teagle, as part of the administration’s reconstruction 
program. As a permanent measure, however, there is 
danger of grave injustice to labor. The unemploy- 
ment situation has so many varying phases that at- 
tacking it on only one front is exceedingly poor strat- 
egy. Job-sharing efforts will offer temporary relief 
at a critical time, but the outcome of the entire bat- 
tle is not to be decided by this single offensive. 

The American Federation of Labor, in its cam- 
paign for the six-hour day and five-day week, also 
proposes work-sharing, but with the eventual goal 
of weekly pay equivalent to that received before the 
reduction of working time. The administration’s 
job-sharing drive has little interest in this important 
phase. Mr. Teagle admits that, “of course, we don’t 
want the standard of present workers cut below the 
cost of living,” but adds, “It is a job for the individ- 
uals and the district committees.” The United States 
Chamber of Commeree, in indorsing the 40-hour week, 
also says nothing about wage rates.

An important saving in registration costs has been 
made by the Board of Biection Commissioners in dis- 
pensing with two clerks in each polling place, leaving 
four judges to do the work. Dven 80, it is estimated 
that the registration will cost the city about $97,660, 
made up of $13,380 for rental of 670 polling places, 
$64,224 tor judges’ pay of $6 per day, $16,056 for clerk 
hire in the subsequent canvass and $4000 for miscel- 
janeous expenses. The registration, to be held over a 
four-day period, is the basic quadrennial one, and it 
follows an expensive supplementary registration, held 
before the August primaries. 15 

In view of the permanent registration system, now 
in effect in many states, it is sheer folly and extrav- 
agance for St. Louis to cling to the old method. 
This system, containing adequate safeguards against 
corruption, enables a voter to put his name on the 
books, where it remains for life. Changes of residence, 
of course, require notice to the Hlection Commis- 
sioners. In some places, provision is made for re- 
registry if a voter fails to exercise his ballot at sev- 
eral successive élections, thus giving him an added 
incentive for voting. 

A study of comparative costs shows that St. Louis 
could save in the neighborhood of $150,000 annually 
by permanent registration. Kansas City several times 
has attempted tc obtain legislative authorization for 
this system. Joplin has such a system. Kansas City 
will no doubt renew its plea when the next Legisla- 
ture meets, and it should be joined by St. Louis. To- 
gether the two cities should be able to overcome what 
little opposition there is, particularly sines that oppo- 
sition is of a political character and does not go to 
the merits of the question.

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BEWILDERED YOUTH. 

The world of tomorrow is to fall into the hands 
of the youth of today. But what are present times 
doing to youth? An official estimate declares that 
approximately 200,000 children are today wandering 
about the country living by their wits. The loss of 
income has broken up homes and scattered families 
beyond recall. 

Miss Jessie F. Binford, director of the Chicago 
Juvenile Protective Association, says that in her city 
gangs of boys from 16 to 18 years of age venture out 
nightly to engage in petty thievery. There is the 
more general situation of youths ready to step from 
school to self-support with, alas! nowhere to step. To 
quote Miss Binford again: “The boys and girls find 
that economic conditions over which they have no 
control have imposed a blank wall between them and 
their careers. Just to put in time fn the city month 
after month, year after year, with no money and 
no hope of earning any, is a frightful thing.” 

It is easier to prescribe remedies than to make 
them effective. Energetic and skillful organization, 
however, can work marvels, even, perhaps, to turning 
this gap in the lives of youth to gain rather than de- 
struction. By putting occupational and cultural 
scheols, libraries and recreation centers to work over- 
time, it is conceivable that a better introduction to 
life might be given to the young than a quick and 
thoughtless transition, as in prosperous times, from 
school to just any job, however promising or blight- 
ing to the future. 
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BANNING A SOCIALIST MAGAZINE. 

Inasmuch as the Communists have come along to 
take the place of the Socialists as the anathema of 
those who would preserve the social order inviolate, 
it might be expected that the latter would now find 
themselves more hospitably treated by the Govern- 
ment. Such seems not to be the case. Their radio 
station, WEVD, so designated in honor of Eugene V. 
Debs, is continuously in hot water, its operators never 
sure of their license.

Perils of Political Prophesying 


Political experts, candidates and national committees have a long record of wrong 
guesses on outcome of presidential elections; wiseacres cant even pick doubtful 
states with certainty, for all conceded California to G. O. P. in 1916; changeable- 
ness of voters explains uncertainty, for September is not always index to November.

BOUT this time, as the almanacs used 
A to say, look out for the question, Who 

is going to be elected?’”’ In fact, every 
political specialist gets it all through the 
early stages of the campaign, which begin 
in early spring and last until late September 
How perilous it is to 
classify the doubtful states in the early 
or even late stages is proved by the fact 
that in 1916 nobody dreamed that Cali- 
fornia, which decided fhe election by voting 
for Wilson, was a doubtful state—not even 
on election day. At this moment Massa- 
chusetts is a doubtful state, but may be a 
dead certainty within a month; and so it 
goes, It becomes a duty to inform the public 
that not until much later will anybody 
know, and that even at the last moment 
very few will come within gunshot of cer- 
tainty. 

Experts! When I first adventured into 
national politics in the last century, it was 
as a pupil of E. G. Dunnell, the sage expert 
of the New York Times, famed for keeping 
his feet on the ground and never being 
wrong. His nickname, however, was Keep- 
your-eye-on-Iowa Dunnell.” I inquired, and 
found that in the campaign of 1888 the 
Times had sent the old sage through the 
“doubtful” states to report what his magic 
eye (and it was magic) found. Sojourning 
in Iowa and getting the straightest of tips, 
he became convinced it was doubtful and 
likely to go for Cleveland; so he began his 
dispatch, “Keep your eye on Iowa.“ When 
it went for Harrison by the usual rousing 
Republican majority, that monicker was 
fixed on him. It never left him. 

In 1912 Samuel G. Blythe produced, for 
the Saturday Evening Post, a decisive arti- 
cle mourning over the @assing of Theodore 
Roosevelt, how poor oosevelt wouldn't 
carry a single Republican state primary 
and was gone for good. As it takes a few 
weeks to print a Saturday Evening Post 
article, this one blared forth on the news- 
stands the identical week when Roosevelt 
carried every Republican primary that was 
held—that is, a real primary: Wisconsin 
and New York were manipulated. After 
that Blythe never made a prediction, and 
was said to have announced that he would 
never write a line prophesying that the 
sun would rise. 

* -_ * 

Candidates! The night of his disastrous 
defeat in 1896, Bryan went to bed securely 
convinced that he would be elected by a 
landslide. Even that sanest of men, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, running on a hopeless third 
ticket in 1912, was sanguine enough to use 
the expression to me, It I make the riffle,” 
He was too sensible to think he had a sure 
thing, but even he thought he had a chance 
—and he carried four states. 

There never was a better politician than 
Abraham Lincoln, and yet in 1864 he was 
so sure that McClellan would beat him that 
he wrote a letter to his Cabinet announcing 
his purposes after his defeat, and gave it to 


them, sealed and not to be opened until 


McClellan's victory. McClellan carried three 
states. Four years before, Stephen A. Doug- 
las had made a furious campaign in “the 


doubtful states,” refusing John Bell’s prop- © 


osition that they both retire since neither 
had a chance; and Douglas got just 12 elec- 
toral votes. In 1904, eodore Roosevelt 


and Henry Cabot Lodge, no mean politi- 
cians, thought Alton B. Parker would sure- 
ly beat them: and Roosevelt was elected by 
a monumental landslide. Parker didn't even 
carry his own state and was the first Demo- 
crat since reconstruction to lose Missouri. 
In 1928, Al Smith thought he was going 
to be elected—“And look what happened to 
me,” he said at the recent Democratic con- 
vention. 

National committees! Here is Chairman 
Farley concte@ing that Hoover will carry 
Maine and Vermont only. In 1884, the Re- 
publican National Committee honestly be- 
lieved for days that Blaine had been elected. 

But the classic instance is 1876, when the 
Republican National Committee closed up 
shop early and went to bed on election 
night, convinced that Tilden had won. Wil- 
liam E. Chandler, studying the returns in 
the small hours, got doubtful, and he and 
John C. Reid (managing editor of the 
Times,) went up to committee headquarters 
and roused the chairman, Zachariah Chand- 
ler, Out of a sound sleep. After listening to 
‘their figures for a while, the chairman 
grew more hopeful, and sent a claim-every- 
thing dispatch to the “doubtful” statés. The 
Republican candidate was ultimately seated, 
by the help of Democratic votes in Congress. 


This year, some people will vote against 
Hoover because he didn’t pardon Tom 
Mooney, which no President has the power 
to do, or for him because they don’t like 
some Tammany Alderman whom Hoover 
never heard of. In 1928, I knew of a 
Democrat who Voted against Smith because 
the State Legislature (which was. Repub- 
lican) had cut down his pay and that of 
others in his line of work. 

The only candidate I have met in many 
years of campaigning who knew he was 
going to be elected was Calvin Coolidge, and 
even that uncanny calculator did not feel 
sure of it until 10 days before the election 
of 1924. With that exception, nobody knows 
or has known until the first Wednesday 
after the first Tuesday after the fi¢st Mon- 
day in November. If anybody did, the cam- 
paigners would not exhaust themselves by 
campaigning. It is tiring work, and the 
Borahs and the Pat Harrisons would stay 
home and rest. Of course they do know 
more than Jack-in-the-Box: but as Mr. 
Dooley said, I'm the only man who knows 
anythin’ about (whatever the subject was) 
an’ I know nawthin’.” 

Who could have predicted, in 1916, that

No More “Normalcy” 


From the Monroe County (Mo.) Appeal. 


E hear a good deal of talk about how 

things will be when they get back to 
normal. But that time will never come. 
It will never come because neither labor 
nor industry will return to conditions which 
obtained a few years ago, no matter how 
times may improve. 

Enforced idleness has given laborers 
much leisure time, something they never 
had before. They have learned how nice 
it is to stick around home until the middle 
of the morning instead of grabbing a dinner 
pail and rushing off to work when the 7 
o’clock whistle blows. They have experi- 
enced the delights ot going to ball or goit 
games in the middle of the afternoon, or to 
a good fishing place, or for a drive out into 
the country, or for the cultivation of veg- 
etables and flowers in backyard plots when 
they used to be watching the clock and 
wishing for the signal to bring eight or 10 
hours of toil to an end for the day. Those 
who have been on half time are now con- 
vinced that half time is enough, provided 
arrangements can be made for full-time 
pay for half-time work. 

Everywhere men are agitating for the 
shorter day or the shorter week, some of 
them because they want more leisure, oth- 
ers because they have come to realize that 
no other plan holds out hope for enough 
employment to take up the slack. The la- 
bor movement has always tended toward 
this end. First, the day's work was reduced 
from 12 hours to 10. Then, after many 
strikes, much violence and prolonged ef- 
fort, came the eight-hour day. Next will 
come the five-hour or the six-hour day. 
It will mean more jobs for those who need 
them and more leisure for those who labor 
with their hands. 

Public sentiment for the change grows 
more insistent «very day, not because the 
public is particularly interested in convert- 
ing laboring people into a leisure class, but 
because the public sees in the shorter day 
the only remedy for unemployment. Until 
the millions now out of work begin to get 
pay checks, their buying power will remain 
non-existent and the selling power of the 
mation cannot improve. Incidentally, the 
shorter day, with more time for diversion 
and self-culture, is an idea we get from 
Soviet Russia. 

Industry and finance, of course, will 
never get back to normal—meaning 45 
things used to be—because this nation will 
not tolerate a repetition of the abuses it has 
suffered at their hands during the last 12 
years. There will be a change for the bet- 
ter in every line of endeavor in due time, 
but the “normalcy” of the Coolidge-Hoover 
eras has gone, never to return.

EFERRING to the letter 


Head, Heart and Stomach 

HE head, the heart and the 
stomach are the three great 
“centers of complaint.” 

Though the patient may com- 
plain, specifically, of headaches, of 
pains in the heart region, or of gas- 
tric disturbances, it does not nec- 
essarily follow that the pathology 
or that which is wrong with the 
person, really affects the organ or 
system to which the pain is re- 
ferred. 

The head, the stomach or the 
heart may be merely the spout of 
the funnel through which pour 
forth complaints, warranted or un- 
warranted, conscious or otherwise, 
which the total personality of the 
patient suffers. 

It is for this reason that in the 
treatment of such complaints the 
physician may be obliged to con- 
centrate on some seemingly re- 
mote part of the body, 

He may not even treat the body 
directly, but rather seek a remedy 
in the adjustment of environment, 
work and personal relations, which 
are the real source of the patient’s 
trouble. 

A good deal is known in medicine 
about this type of complaint. Thus, 
it is known that loss of appetite, 
constipation or diarrhea may be 
the result of emotional disturb- 
ances. 

Homesickness in humans, as was 
witnessed on so large a scale among 
recruits in the war army, frequent- 
ly gaye rise to gastric disturbances. 

Depression often is responsible 
for constipation. ‘Colitis in an 
acute diarrheal form or in 2 
chronic mucous form frequently 
has behind it factors of a definite 
emotional character.
